Paris, July 18.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.} There was consider- 
able excitement today throughout 
Paris, caused by a report that President 
Carnot had been shot. The rumor 
proved untrue, but there was a foun- 
dation for it. The President was 
present today at the ceremonies of the 
official opening of a new thoroughfare, 
where he received an enthusiastic wel- 
come. Suddenly a man, wild-eyed 
and making imsane gestures, forced 
his way through the crowd, rushed to 
the carriage and fired a pistol at Car- 
not, shouting: “Ill prove that there 
are more bastiles to be demolished.”’ 

The man was promptly arrested and 
such was the anger of the crowd that 
the President and officers had the 
greatest difficulty in protecting thes 
prisoner from becoming a victim of 
popular fury. i 

It was soon learnea that the prisoner 
wasa madman and had just been 


released from confinement in a lunatic 
asylum.

The Chilean Insurrection—Balma- 
ceda’s New Cruiser Leaves 
France—Telegraph Wires 
from Santiago Cut.

New York, July 13.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The-Atlas line mail 
steamer Athos from Port Limon, ar- 
rived this afternoon. Late in June 
the Athos touched at Hayti and 
according to her officers it was learned 
that Fred Douglass, United States 
Minister to Hayti, had left his post at 
Port-au-Prince because the Haytian 
government did not care to recognize 
arepresentative of the United States 
and it was rather the desire of the 
‘**Biack Republic’”’ to break oft all in- 
tercourse with this country. The Hay- 
tian governmsnt, it was said, fears 
the United States and in order to 
avoid inteference of any kind from 
this Government will sacrifice social 
intercourse with it. 

Legitime was still at Kingston and 
growing in favor. Haytiens prefer 
him to Hippolyte aud only await his 
word to institute another revolt. 

The Athos also brought news of the 
failure of an extensive fruit-importing 
corporation known as the Baltimore 
Fruit Company.

THE COLORADO DESERT. 


Many years ago Dr. Wozencraft was 
a conspicuous figure in politics, he 
being at one time a member of the 
California Legislaturo. He was the 
more conspicuous from being very 
tall. Abraham Lincoln bimself was 
not much taller than he, but the 
Doctor was also conspicuous as the ad- 
vocate, in this State andin Washing- 
ton, of a project to fill up the basin of 
the Colorado Desert by turning into it 
the waters of the Colorado River, or 
of the Gulf of California. As THE 
Times has already shown, it is the 
opinion of many experts that no per- 
manent lake of great extent could be 
formed from the river, owing to the 
excessiye evaporation which is con- 
stantly going on in the desert, Such

difficulty would not, however, stand 
in the way of extending the Gulf of 
California further north into the bed 
which it undoubtedly once filled... — 

. The Doctor was an enthusiast upon 
this subject, and discussed it every- 
where—in season and out of season. 
He had given the matter much study, 
and went on to Washington to lay bis 
plans before Congress and the United 
States authorities. He was warmly of 
the opinion that the creation of a lake 
in,place of the desert would effecta 
most desirable change in the climate of 
this part of the State and of Arizona. 
One of his ideas was that it would 
cause more frequent rains and timely 
rains during the long dry season. This 
being the ouly way in which the cli- 
mate of Southern California could pos- 
sibly be improved, many fell into the 
Doctor’s views. He always maintained 
that there were no engineering difficul- 
ties in the way of the project, and that 
opinion is now fully sustained by the 
present phenomenal rise of water in 
the desert. It ‘s probable, as the Doc- 
tor thought, thatthe water could be 
brought in from either the river or 
from the gulf;if from the latter, it 
must form a salt lake, and if from the 
river, the water in the lake would stil! 
contain much salt, owing to the large 
deposits of that mineral in the depres- 
sions ot the desert. 

The formation of a lake where the 
desert now is would unquestionably 
produce a marked effect upon the cli- 
mate of all the valley country sur- 
rounding the lake, but that it would 
affect injuriousiy, or in any manner to 
any marked degree, the climate of Los 
Angeles county, and the country this 
side of the high mountains that 
stretch north and south between 
bere and there, is highly improb- 
able. The formation’ of a lake 
would destroy some ~ good salt 
mines and compel the railroad to re- 
move its tracks,and that is about the 
only harm that would result, while 
much benefit must flow from it to the 
region of country roundabout. That 
was Dr. Wozencroft’s idea, and he was 
probably correct. 

The water would cover a pretty large 
space, taken by itself, but after all, 
only a small proportion of the territory 
stretching out beyond the San Gorgonio 
Pass. ‘The apprebension that it might 
interfere with the inflowisg ocean 
breezes, even in Los Angeles, is not 
well founded. Its effect upon climate 
would be local, and confined to the re- 
gion round about the desert lake; and 
that effect would be, in all probability, 
very much to improve it. It would be, 
on a small scale,a very small scale, 
comparatively like the plan of De Les- 
seps to flood the Great Sahara Desert 
of Africa from the Atlantic Ocean, or 
the Mediterranean Sea. 

Many objections were raised to De 
Lesseps’ scheme lest it should in some 
way impair’ the climate of Southern 
Europe. 
without foundation, as are the appre- 
hensions that the floodiaog of the Color- 
ado Desert will injure the climate of 
Southern California. The climate of 
this part of the world is good enough 
as it is, but it might be rendered just 
«» little bit better by turning our desert 
into a lake, or in other words, by turn- 
ing the waters of the gulf into the 
desert.

IS GEN. MILES TO BE SHELVED? 


A Chicago dispatch to the Chronicle 
asserts that the ‘centralizing order’ 
of the War Department abolishing the 
three great military divisions, which 
have existed since the war, and com-.

He 
doubtless reflects that the last has not been 
heard of Indian troubles, and that the time 
may not be distant when those who now 
snub him may be found crying for his 


assistance.

CALIFURNIA’s WONDER, 


Description of the Flooded 
_ Vailey Around Salton. 


CONJECTURES AS TO THE CAUSE 


Is It Caused by the Inflow of. 
Large Subterranean Lakes? 

“Col. Blanton Dun- 

can'’s idea. 


|\Louisville imes, July 

The phenomenon that bas produced 
a large lake in California just above the 
head of the Gulf of California is of 
such a startling character that a Times 
reporter called on Col. Blanton Dun- 
can to get a description of the locality, 
and the probable result on the sur- 
rounding section, 

Col. Duncan first drew a sketch of the 
country showing the inuudated section 
und surrounding country. With this 
before him he said: ‘The surmises of 
Various persons @s to tue cause of this 
lake are guided by nothing sufficient to 
give a correct idea. Tne soutnera Pa- 
cific road, atter it crosses tue Colorado 
at Yuma, rung tothe northwestin San 
Bernardino county, by a valley be- 
tween two high ranges of mountains. 
The grade was @aay going through sand 
and below the level of tue sea nearly 
all the way to Indio, where it is nearly 
300 feet below. Commencing a short 
distance above Yuma tue land rises 
und a range of mountains runs close 
on the west side of the Colorado for a 
distance of nearly 100 miles. On the 
West side of the desert there is a con- 
tinuation of tue Sierra Madre Moun- 
tains, which become the San Beraar- 
dino Mountains and the San Jacinto. 
From the ocean to Indio and Salton it 
is about seventy miles and many miles 
of intervening mountains ot 3000 feet 
and upward. Imthbe San Beruardino 
and San Jacinto mountains there are 
numerous large mountains of 10,000 to 
13,000 feet altitude, covered with snow 
the year around, Ali of those moun- 
tains intervening from the ocern are 
volcanic, enormous masses of 
solid hard stome, so that it would seem 
utterly impossible to sustain any 
theory, that the ocean has in any man- 
ner excavated through those seventy 
miles of solid stone a passage for its 
waters. The saltiness of the waters, 
exceeding the density of the Pacific, 
could easily be accounted for by run- 
ning through the yasi beds of salt and 
alkali, which extend over many thou- 
sands of square miles in those mount- 
alus and valleys, 

“No fixed data has been given as to 
the point from which these waters pour 
out such a volume, but that it must be 
u Very great chasm is apparent from 
the statements already made. 

“If in two.dagga lake is formed— 
taking a Cons®r¥ative basis and not 
the extravagant one, which says it is 
forty miles long or eighty miles long by 
forty miles broad—and estimating 
that it really has filled up that valley 
twenty miles by thirty, and still fluw- 
ing ou with acurrent of tour and one- 
half miles per the calculation 
can eusily be made asto the enormous 
volume. It must-have filled up some 
of the deeper depressions to a vastly 
greater depth than the statement of 
eight and one-half. Inthe low spots 
of 300 Leet the water would continue to 
run until there was a level with higher 
spois, or there would be no extension 
of the area. It must be surmised that 
the mean depth im that whole valley 
can not be less thea thirty feet, and it 
is rising over the.whoie 600 or 1000 
square miles at the rate of seven inches 
per day. Make the calculation of the 
quantity of water, not estimating the 
enormous quantity drank up by the 
sands, and 1t would be for 1900 square 
miies 836,352,000,000 cubic coutents in 
feet after only forty-eigtut hours’ out- 
flow, besides the waste and evapora- 
tion. Now, to show the untenable 
position of Prof. Powell and others, 
who treat this as simply the surplus 
water from the Colorado, which is not 
a deep stream, and in my judgment 
does not beyin to y tue volume of 
water In the will illustrate the 
subject by supposing the Onio to have 

oured its waters somewhere above us 
nto a lake, and, taking its depth at 8 
feet, its velocity at. 16,000 feet per 
hour and its width here at 4000 
feet, how much would all its waters 
give per hour? Five hundred and 
twelve million cubie feet. And how 
much in forty-eight hours? Twenty- 
four billion five handred and seventy- 
Fix million cubic feet, if not a drop 
was wasted. And how does that com- 
pare with the lake, without computing 
the vast surplus which has been 
wasted in the sand and evaporated— 
probably an equal amount? It would 
take just thirty-four rivers like the 
Ohio at its present stage to deliver the 
amoynt of water now standing in the 
lake, and not a drop would be running 
below the fails! So Prof. Powell and 
the others will have to come again, 
The rise of seven inéhes per day over 
1000 square miles means a source of 
surplus water—for. we do not know 
how to compute the. waste—Df 16,727,- 
240,000 cubic feet per day. The flow of 
tue Obio entirely is only 12,288,000,000 
cubic feet, only three-fourths of the 
surplus, which is gaining aud spread- 
ing. And as itreaches fresh deep de- 
pressions the rise is enormous wien 
these have to be filled up probably 100 
feet deep or more. The inquiry as 
to the source must therefore go further 
on than that of the ocean or river. 
The river could not break through that 
chain of mountains, and as it does not 
seem to come in above Yuma, it must 
go around the mountains 100 miles 
north of Yuma, if that is the source— 
and the river would be dry at Yuma, 
if such astream had been divertea— 
the Colorado would be equal to at least 
fifty Ohios! 
‘During the visit of the Senatorial 
Committee to California (Senators 
Stewart and Reagan) I was invited 
by the various committees of Los An- 
geles, as | had been intimate with 
both Senators, to accompany them 
through Southern California, while in- 
vestigating irrigation and sources of 
waer. I propounded to them my ob- 
servations Of the development of wa- 
ter supply, and suggested a view 
which none of them had previously 
considered. Artesian wells are to be 
found in almost evety locality, over 
vast tracts of land, and subterranean 
streams seem to flow from the moun- 
tains toward the sea, along a certain 
grade, s0 that in digging down forty 
feet nearthe sea coast water gushed 
up, and itwill be found that at a mile 
vue would have to go dowa 100 feet 
on a little higher level; at two 
miles 200 feet, perbaps, as the ground 
ascended, and so on, the depth of the 
well to the spring being more as one 
went back to the mountains, And then 
in many places it bus béen discovered 
that tunnels right under the moufitain 
would strike vast streams of water. I 
therefore suggestedyand am fully con- 
vineed, that beneath the mountains 
there are vast reservoirs of fathomless 
water, which will yetbe the means of 
irrigating the supposed sterile fields.

pours oyer fh quantities to irrigate 
many thousands of acres. ‘This has 
been done in other places with perfect 
success. Only $100,000 was spent on 
the San Fernando dam, and it is worth 
almost that sum anaually. 

“Responsible parties telegraphed to 
the World that the earthquake that oc- 
curred some days ago, was quite vio- 
lentin the mountains. Twenty seéc- 
onds is yery severe and two vibrations 
are described, The ground upheaved 
and dropped back, and that it was 
like the ‘rocking of « cradie on aD un- 
even floor;’ and that the sounds of 
crashing rocks could be heard in all 
directions. Their camp was very dry 
Saturday night,,but at daylight water 
appeared every where on the ground as 
if a heavy rainfall had occurred. 
One of the Indians showed thom a 
huge gorge apparently fathomless, 
which be said was never seen there 
before. It is conceded that water 
has been coming in about Sal- 
ton from Colorado, but nothing 
In comparison to that now flowing 
in. It is very probabie that the earth- 
quake disrupted the rocky dams of 
some subterranean lake and those 
waters poured down and through the 
channels thus formed. They must 
have come into some deep depression 
aod thus like # monster spring forced 
their way through the sand; otherwise 
the stream would have shown itself on 
the mountain and its roar would have 
been heard for a score of miles around. 
There is clay and bed-rock every- 
where in those localities; and once 
having filled up the sand the only 
loss will be evaporation, A quarter 
of an inch would be enormous per 
day, and the telegram describing Prof. 
Bowell’s opinion of 100 inches is prob- 
ably a misprint. The whole valley of 
ninety miles by forty will fill up if the 
source is up 1000 feet or more under 
the mountains, and the level would 
only be reached when the water fouad 
a point where itcould surmount the 
sand hills and go on thence. either to 
the Colorado at or near Yuma, or by 
means of New River down into the 
guif. The. probability is that it will 
follow the Southern Pacific track and 
pour inalarge river to iacrease the 
Colorado and make it permanently 
navigable. This river has gone nearly 
dry every summer. As tothe fish seen 
in the lake looking like the Pacific 
smelts, we can withbold our judgment 
until some have been cdught and eaten. 
Doubtless in any subterranean lake 
there would be multitudes of fish 
which will go through the outlet. 

**‘What do I think will be the result 
to the Southern Pacific Railroad? If 
the 100 miles of track is destroyed by 
being deeply immersed, before steps 
are taken to remove the rails, etc., it 
would cost $3,000.000 or $4,000,000 to 
buiid the road around the level of the 
lake after it pours outin the southern 
end. Ifthe rails suould be immedi- 
ately removed, there would be a loss of 
over $1,000,000 to relay the track, and 
probably several. months of interrup- 
tion of traffic. The railroad has ample: 
means to provide against the calamity 
by putting some tugs on the lake and 
sending down numbers of barges} 
which could be made in sections in 
various localities, aud then put them 
together on the lake. By this means 
the cars could be transferred, though 
much loss vf time would vccur. 

‘Now, asto the character of that 
valley in climate, population, pro- 
duction and value. Indio, one of the 
lowest depressions. and up atthe north 
end isa wonderful place. Physicians 
have been recommending it as the 
best spot on this continent for pulmon- 
ary and rheumatic invalids. It is, of 
course, warm, the sands all around re- 
flecting the heat in summer. Itis de- 
liciously equable during the winter 
months with only slight rainfall. The. 
grapes grow and bear four distinct 
crops yearly, and tobacco is a marvel, 
cad also cotton. I sent East two 
years ago to get fine tobacco seed for 
friends, large land-owners, who be- 
lieved they could beat the world 
in fine tobacco, with proper cultiva- 
tion. Such a thing as a frost 
is never knuwn there. And with water 
they considered that they could do 
anything with those sands, which seem 
to be the duplicate of Egypt’s prolific 
soil of a thousand or more yeurs ago. 
They bad succeeded in getting ample 
supplies of water. In the valley proper 
there were about 1600 square miles. 
It the lake fills up so as to pour outa 
stream from the southern end, it will 
most likely comprise 3200 square 
miles, nearly three times us large as 
Khode Island. . As to its population, it 
is sparse in whites, only a few thous- 
sand, maybe 2,000.”’ 

**Whatdo you think will be the con- 
sequence of this overflow if it is per- 
manent?”’ 

‘Tne whole surrounding country 
would become very valuable, just as 
the lands around our great lakes, 
which for grapes alone sell often at 
$1000 per acre. Vineyards and fruits 
of every description would grow in the 
most perfect condition of size and flavor, 
and wine would probabiy. emanate 
from that spot equal to any in the 
world. One of the difficulties of the 
climate in summer has Deen that when 
the northern winds came with full 
sweep 300 miles over the Mojave 
Desert, Deatn Valley and others it was 
like a sirocco with nothing to temper 
it. Toe intervening mountains shut 
off a great portion of the deli- 
cious winds which blow from the 
Pacitic, which is never known 
to exceed a temperature of 72°, nor to 
fall below 62°. Anda despite Prof, Pow- 
ell’s surmise one Cannot see any otber 
result thun acool temperature when 
winds blow over such a body of water, 
It must be 300 feet deep er more-in 
tinany places, and if it comes cool out 
of reservoirs the air must feel its in- 
fluence. There is another thing which 
will probably be accomplished, the 
building of the road from San Diege 
into ,Lower California, aud 


around the spurs of the moun- 
tains to Yuma. The mountains 
are about 6000 or 7000 feet

Bomething About M. W. William Sherer, 
New York’s New Grand Master. 

Accompanying this article is the portrait 
of M. W. William Sherer, who was elected 
by acclaim grand master of Masons of the 
atate of New York at the one hundred and 
tenth annual communication. M. W. Will- 
iam Sherer, of Brooklyn, was born in Mead 
county, Kentucky, in 1837. From a hum- 
ble crafteman in Anglo Saxcn lodge he has 
risen to the bigest office in New York state 
in capitular Masonry. 

Brother Sherer was initiated in Anglo 
Saxon lodge in 1868, being at that time 
thirty-one years of age. He received the 
third degree the same year, and afterward 
served in Anglo 
Saxon lodge as 
senior deacon, sen- 
for warden, wor 
shipful master, 
treasurer and 
master, serving 

five terms alto- 
gether in the last 
named office. He 
Was exalted in 
Constellation 
M. W. WILLIAM SHERER. 
passed through several chairs and was 
made high priest in the lattyr part of 1872. 
He has for several years been a nember of 
the grand chapter, was grand royal arch 
captain one year, grand lecturer two years, 
grand captain of the host four years, depu- 
ty grand hich priest one year, and in 1886 
was elected grand high priest. He was 
knighted in Clinton commandery, No. 14, 
K. T., in which he served one year as cap- 
tain general. Lack of time compelled him 
to decline further advancement. He has 
taken the fourteenth degree in the Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite and isa mem- 
ber of Aurora Grata Lodge of Perfection of 
Brooklyn. 

He is a member of Brooklyn council, 
No. 4, Royal and Select Masters, and was 
Thrice [llustrious Master three years in 
succession. He served as district deputy 
grand masterof the Third Masonic district 

of Brooklyn in 1878, and was afterward re- 
appointed to the same position, but de- 
climed. For ten years he has been a mem- 
ber of the commission of appeals of the 
grand lodge of the stateof New York. He 
is a member of Mecca temple, Nobles of 
the Mystic Shrine, and of Winona council, 
No. 905, A. L. of H., where he became 
grand commander of the grand council of 
the state of New York. 

Bro. Sherer has been long and honora- 
bly connected with Brooklyn. He served 
ten years in the Volunteer Fire department, 
and was president of Engine company No. 
17. He was for two years and a half from 
1862 a member of old Company G of the 
Twenty-third regiment, and during most 
of that time served as commissary sergeant 
of the regiment under Colonel Elwell, the 
first commander of that organization. He 
was for a number of years a member of the 
Mercantile Library association, now the 
Brooklyn library, and was a director of the 
institution for two-years,.__- 

Bro. Sherer: has resided in Brooklyn 
Since 1851. In 1855 he entered into the em-

Supreme Secretary Kennedy’s quarterly 
report for April 1 contains the following, 
of interest to all members of the endow- 
ment rank: 

With March 31, 1891, closes the last quar- 
ter of the fourteenth fiscal year of the ia- 
surance branch of our order.. From the 
following report is evidenced an increase 
of new business, largely exceeding that of 
the last or any previous quarterly period. 

Since Jan. 1, 1891, 63 new sections have 
been established, 1,407 new members ad- 
mitted, and the certificates issued aggre- 
gate an endowment or insurance of $3,037,- 
000, being an average of over $1,000,000 per 
month. 

A summary of the new businesvs during 
the fiscal year just closed shows that 193 
sections have been organized; the new ap- 
plicants admitted number 4,245, and nearly 
$9,000,000 new endowment has been issued.

Sixty-three new sections have been or- 
ganized during the quarter. Of this num- 
ber 9 have been organized in Texas and 9 
in Ohio, 7 in Wisconsin, 5 in Arkansas, 4 
in Illinois and 4 in Missouri,3 in Mis- 
sissippi, 3 in New York and 3 in Alabama, 
2in Pennsylvania, 2 in South Carolinaand 
2 in Tennessee, and 1 each in Kansas, 
North Carolina, Nevada, Montana, Colo- 
rado, Georgia, Louisiana, Kentucky, South 
Dakota and Idaho. 

The most important movement that has 
been made by the Knights of Pythias in 
Omaha for a long time is the present ef- 
fort toward consolidating so of the 
smaller lodges with larger lodges.

man bodies which ‘have reposed but a 
short time in the soil of those South Da- 
kotean hills are transformed into statues 
of stone as hard as the hardest marble. 
But few of these last resting places have 
been disturbed, and those only when 
friends thought ‘it’absolutely necessary; 
however, in each case the same peculiar- 
ity was exhibited.—St. Louis Republic.

Pacific News. 


HAS HUNTINGTON SOLD OUT? 


A Santa Fe Local Change—Automatic 
Brakes on the Southern Pacific 
—General and Local 
‘ Notes. 


Advices of a startling nature hava come 
from New York regording a railway deal of 
great magnitude, which, if it materializes, 
will be fruitful in important changes. A 
well-known and reputable cit-zen of Los 
Angeles, who wasrecenily in New York,

The Navajos and Pueblos. 

Lone Bracu, July 13.—[To the 
Editor ot Tue Times.} In my remarks 
vefore the Epworth League touching 
upon the probable origin of the Pueblo 

ribes of Arizona and New Mexico. 
your valued issue of the 12th inst., rep- 
resented me as including the Navajos 
among the descendants of the Cliff 
Dwellers. in this respect I was mis- 
understood. 

The Navajos are a race with such 
marked dissimilarities in physical 
appearance, customs and habits as to 
indicate a widely separate origin. 
hey have until recent years been the 
most feared enemies of-the Moquis, 
and it was probably their savage 
ancestors and the Utes who drove the 
Moquis from their valley homes into 
cufon fastuosses to escape destruction. 

Now they are intermarrying, and a 
few years ago l spent anight in alarge 
encampment, where more than a hun- 
dred Nuvajos had assembled to engage 
in dancing festivities with their old- 
i me enemies, 

Permit me also in this connection to 
correct thé impression which otherwise 
might obtain, through erroneous and 
sensational reports published in con- 
nection with the recent military 
demonstration against the’ Moquis 
concerning their ignorance of the 
numerical forces and power of the Gen- 
erai Government. On one expedition 
through this region I was accompanied 
for nearly two weeks by a Mosqui In- 
diaa, who had lived among the whites, 
spoke Knglish, and was well informed 
regarding the strengh of our army. 

Excepting some of the most remote 
interior northern tribes, none can now 
be found who have not .obtuined from 
some source much genera! information 
pertaining to our civilization. 

ju conciusion let me protest in the 
name of a justice-loving humanity 
aguinst the repetition of such move- 
ments of terrifying armaments as have 
receutly disgraced our Govstnment in 
dealing with the Moquia.
